their placesas Privy-Counſellors, which Dig- 
nity they have retained and enjoyed ever ſince: 
and a Council is ſeldom or never hek: without 
the Preſence of one of them art the leaſt 

Their employment being of Extraordinary 
Truſt and Multiplicity, renders them moſt con- 

hficrable, both in the eyes of the Kirg upon 
whom they attend every day, as occifton re- 
quires; and of the Subj alſo, whoſe Re- 
queſts and Defires are for the moſt part lodge 
in their hands, to be repreſented to the King, 
and always to make diſpatches thereupon, #c- 
cording to His Maj*ſtics Anſwers and Dirctti- 
ONS. 

As for Forreign Aﬀairs, the Secretaries di- 
vide all the Kingdoms and Ntions, which have 
intercourſe of Rufineſs with the King of Frg- 
land, into two grand Provinces t whereof each 
Secretary taketh one to himlelf, receiving all 
I etters and Addreflcs from, and making all 
di\patches to the ſeveral Princes and States 
comprehended within his own Province. 

But in all Matters of hume-Concern, whe- 
ther, they relate to the publick, or to particu- 
lar Perſons, both the S-cretaries do equally 
and indiftinitly receive and difpatch whatſo- 
ever is brought to them, be it for the Church, 
the Miktia, or private Grants, Pardons, Dil- 
penſations, &c. 

They have this ſpecial Honovr, that if either 
of them be a Barons he taketh place, and hath 
the Precedence of all other perions of tire fame

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Part 2, of ENGLAND. 
Degree, though otherwiſe by their Creation, 
ſome of thera might have right to preceed 
him $; and a Knight in like manner , if he 
hath no other qualification. 

They hare their ſeveral Lodgings appointed 
them in all the Kings Houſes , as well for their 
own Accommodation , as for their Office, and 
thoſe that atrend upon it. They have allo a 
very liberal Diet at the Kings charge, or Board» 
wages in licu of it. 

To ſhew how confiderable their place is, 
their ferled allowance from the King,in Salary 
and Penſion , is little lefs than two thouſand 
pounds Sterling per aurum, £© each of them. 

The Secretaries and Clerks, whom they im- 
ploy under them, are wholly at their own choi- 
ce, and lyve no dependance upon any other 
Power off Perſons befides the mſelves. 

They have the cuttody of that Seal of the 
King, which is properly called the Signet ; the 
uſe and application whereof, gives denomina- 
tion to an Office,conſtantly attending theCoort, 
called the Signer-Offce , wherein there are four 
Clerks, who wait alternately by Moneths, and 
prepare ſuch things as are to paſs the Signet, in 
order to the Privy Scat or Great Seal.

Waiting on the Privy-Council there are four 
Clerks in Ordinary, who wait by Months, cach 
one ; he that comes in, 15 always a week bcfore, 
and a week after his Month, to afliſt there. 

Their Office is to Read what is brought be- 
fore the-Council,and Draw up all ſuch Orders, 
as the Ring and Lords ſhall direft, and cauſe 
them to he Regiltred.

Two Keepers of the Council-Chamber, Fee to 
each 45. & viz.

Theſe, upon occaſion, are ſent by Warrant 
of the Lords of the Privy-Council, to fetch 
any Perſon, under the degree of a Baron, and 
to keep him priſoner in his Houſe till further 
Order. 

Attending on the Secretaries, are the Clerks 
of the Signet, or Little Sral, which is always in 
the cuſtody of the Secretaries, for Scaling the 
Kings private Letters, and for all ſuch Grants 
as paſs His Majeſtics Hands by Bill afhgned. 


Of theſe Clerks there are four. 
Sir John Nichols , Knight of the Bith, 
Sidney Bear , Eſq; 
Nicholas Morrice , Eſq; 
William Trumull Dr. of Lawes, Thele 
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Theſe have no Fee from the King, but only 
Diet, which at Penſion is 2051. yearly; their 
Office is in Whitehal, they wait by Moneth,cach 
of them three Months in a year. One of them 
always attends the Court, whereſoever it re- 
moves, and by Warrant from the King, or $e+ 
cretarics of State, or Lords of the Council, 
prepare fuch Bills or Letters for the King to 
Sign, as not being Matter of Law, are by any 
Warrants direttcd to them to prepare. In their 
Office,all Grant!,cither prepared by the Kings 
Learned Council at Law, or by them- 
ſelves, for the Kings Hand , when Signed, are 
returned, and there tranicrihed again, and that 
Tranſcription is carricd to one of the Principal 
Secretarics of State, and Szaled, and then it is 
called a Signet, which is diretted to the Lord 
Privy Seal, and 15 his Warrant for ifluing out 
a Privy Seal upon it , which is prepared by the 
Clerks of that Seal, is ſufficient for the pay- 
ment of any Monyes out of the Exchequer, and 
for ſeveral other uſes ; but when the nature 
of the Grant requires the paſſing the Great 
Seal, then the Privy Seal is an authority to the 
Lord Chancellor, to paſs the Great Seal, as the 
Signet was to the Lord Privy Seal, to afhx that 
Seal to the Grant : but in all three Offices, viz. 
Signet, Privy Seal , and Greal Seal , the Grant 
is tranſcribed, So all which paſtes from the 
King, hath theſe ſeveral ways of being confide- 
red before perfetted.

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To this Othce (in time when the Court of 
Requeſt is 1n being) belongs the Sealing of all 
Cominifhons and other Proceſſes out of chat 
Cort. 

Moreover, depending on the Secretarics of 
State, is an antient Othce called the Paper- 
Office, the Keeper whereof hath in his charge, 
all the publick Papers, Writings, Maiters of 
State, and Council; all Letters, Intelligences, 
Negotiations of the Kings publick Miniſters 
abroad, and generally all the Papers and Dil. 
patches, that paſs through the Oftces of the 
two Secretaries of State, which are from time 
to time tranſmitted into this Othce, and here 
remain, diſpoſed by way of a Library within 
Mis Majeſtes Palace of White-ball. This con- 
{fiderable Ofcer hath a fee of 1601 per annum, 
payable out of the Excheguer, and is at preſent 
that very worthy Perſon, Sir Tcſeph Williamſen, 


Xe. late one of the Principal Secretarics of 


State, 
Afﬀter the Kings moſt Honourable Privy- 
Council, that Pr imam Mobile, or rather that 
Reſort or Spring, may be conhdered the Gre-t 
Wheels, firlt moved by that Spring, which arc 
the Convocation for the Eccleſiaſtical Govern- 
ment, and the Parliament for the Civil. 

Rut for the better underſtanding of the Ec. 
defiaftical Government, it will be expedicnt 
to premiſe ſomewhat of the Ecclefhaftical Per- 
Jous in England. 
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CHAP. IL 


Of the Eeclefiaſtical Perſons of 
England. 


& theGovernment of the Church of Fag/and, 
amang the Eccleſiaſtical Perſons Governing 
in the Englif Church, is, Firſt the King of 
Fagland, who is, as the Lawyers ſay, Per ſors 
ſacra & mixta cum Sacerdote, The King is the 
Supreme Biſhop of Fagland;, and at his Coro» 
nation, by a ſolemn Conſecration and Un&i. 
on, he becomes a Spiritual Perſon, Sacred and 
Ecclefhaftical : for, as he hath put upon him 
Corins Regni, as an Emblem of his Kingſhip 
and Power in Temporals ; ſo hath he Srols $x- 
cirdetis, commonity called Veftis Dalmitica, as a 
Leviticad Ephed, to ignite his Priefthood and 
Power in Spirituals. He is Supreme Governor 
in all Cauſes, and orer all Ferſoas Ficlefrafticel 
as well as Civil; is Patren Paramount of all 
Feclefiaftical Benefices in England, to whom the 
laſt Appeals in Felefaſticel Aﬀairs are made, 
who alone hath Power to nominate perſons for 
all Biſhopricks, and chief Dignities, as Deane- 
ries, and ſome Prebends in the Church, &c. as 
more at large may be ſcen in the firſt Part of 
the Preſent State of England. 

Next tT the King in the Church Govern- 
ment are the Biſhops, whereof two are; called 
Primats, Metrepolitans, Or Archbifbeps 3 that is, 
Chief Bifhops, the one of Caaterbary, the other 
of Tork, cach of which have, befides their pe- 
culiar Dioceſles, a Proviace conſiſting of B. 
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reral Diocefles, and therein by Cemmon-Law, 
a Prerogative of proving, Wills, and graating, 
Adminittrations, where the perion dying had 
bona notabilia, that is, above 5 [. in divers Dis- 
ceſes or Juriſdifions. Alſo, by Grants of ſeveral 
Kings, they have cach one certain Privileges, 
Liberties, and Immunitics in their own States. 

Under theſc two Archbiſhops. are Twenty 
fix Biſhopricks, whereof Twenty two are reck- 
onedin the Province of Canterbury, and Four in 
the Province of York: So that there arc he- 
ſides the two Archbiſhops, Tweaty four Bi- 
ſhops, all which have the Title of Lords, by 
reaſon of their Raronies annext to their Bi- 
ſhopricks, and have Precedence over all other 
Barons both in Parliament and in other Aﬀcm- 
blies: amongſt theſe prefides always the Bi 
ſhop of London, who by anticnt Right is ac- 
counted Dean of the Epiſcopal Colledge of that 
Province, and by vertue thereof, is to fignific 
the pleaſure of his Metropolitan, to all the B:- 
ſhops of the Province, to execute his Mandate, 
to diſperſe his Miffves on all emergency of Af- 
fairs, co prefide in Convocations of Provincial 
Syneds, during the neceflary abſence of the Me- 
tropolitgn» Next to Londen, in Parliament, pre- 
cedes Durham, and then Wincheſter ; all the 
reſt ofthe Biſhops take place according to the 
Seniority of their Conſccrations, 


The Funttion of an Frglih Bike confiſts in 
what he may att, cither by his Fppa!

Secondly, £0 be of | : Ma . ſt CS Privy-Coun- 
cil, where frequently Calcs of Conſcicncemay 
Irie, relating fo State-Matters, that will ad- 
mit neither of delay, nor publ.cation : And 
therefore after the patfern of that excellent 
Chriftian Emperor Conflantine the Great, our 
good Kings, both before and {ince the Re- 
tfurmation, have always admitted ſome $Spart- 
tual Perlons to their Council-Tables, and 
Cloſet Debates. 

Tr ly, to be employe [ in Publick Treaties 
and Negaiations of Peace, and this both the 
Ancient 
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Ancient and Modern Prattice will juſtifie, that 
none have been more frequently and ſucceſs- 
Fully vied in ſuch Meflages, than the Ambaſa- 
dors of Chritt, 

Fourthly, to enjoy ſome of the Great Offi» 
ces of the Crown, as to be Lord Chancellor, 
Lord Treaſurer, &c. And it hath been obſcreed 
that in the late Reign, when the Biſhop © 
Lenden was Lord Treaſurer, that Office was exe- 
cuted with as much diligence , faithfulneſs, 
dexterity, and content tothe Subjedt as well 
as to King, as cver it had been by his Lay-Pre- 
deceflors. 

In the ordicary Juriſdiftion of a Biſhop, 2s 
a Riſhop, may be confidered either the Jari/- 
diftien it ſelf, or what is inftated in him by 
the Law of the Land, for the better execution 
of that Jariſdiflion. 

The Juriſdiflion it ſelf is eftabliſhed Partly 
by Statute-Law, as to Licence Phyficians, 
Surgeons, and School-Mafters ; to unite and 
confolidate ſmall Pariſhes, to afſhſt the Civil 
Magiſtrates in execution of ſome Statutes 
concerning Eccleſtaftical Aﬀairs, to compel 
the payment of Tenths and Subfidies, due from 
the Clergy to the King, 

Partly by Common- Law, as upon the Kings 
Writ to certife the Judges touching legiti- 
mate and illegitimate Births and Marriages ; 
torequire upon the Kings Writ the burning of 
an obſtinate Heretick, but this laſt hath been 
lately repealed ; alſo to require the Kings Writ 
for impriſoning the Body of one that obſti- 
ra tely ſtands Excommunicated Forty days.

to give notice tothe Biſhop,

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Rot the ſeveral inconveniencies of this right 
of Pretenfion have been of late years fo 
great, that it is to be wiſhed that all the Ad- 
vowſons in Exgland, not now in the Crown, 
were, by ſome publick Tax, purchaſed and ſer- 
led ſor ever in the Crown, that fo allParſons 
and Vicars (as well as Biſhops, Deans, and 
Prebendaries) may have their dependence up- 
on the Kings bounty only, (as all the Clergy 
in ſome Reformed Churches now have and not 
uponany mean, covetous, illiterate, fattions, 
heterodor, hmonical, or facrilegiovs Patron : 
by which one means,all the Eagliih Clergy muſt 
foon become Loyal, Orthodox, and Unanimour, 

Note; thatalthough the gift of the higher 
Dignities in the Church of Englend, as Bilhop- 
ricks and Deanaries are only in the King, in 
whom is alſo the Donation of moſt Prebends 
andCanonicates,and very many great,and ſome 
{maller Parſonages, which are under the viſita- 
tiongof the-Riſhops and Archbiſhops, yet there 
are ſome Donatives and Free Chappels, which 
are ſubjett to the Vihitation only of the Lord 
Chancellor,and wholly exempftd from the fu- 
riſdiftion of any Biſhop. 


Next are the Orcomem, will Fodlefigs Cuirdi- 
ani, the Churchwardens, whoſe e is, to (ce 
that the Church be in good repair, fitly adorn. 
ed, andnothing wanting for Divine Service, $a- 
crament, and Sermons : That the Church-yard 
be ſufficiently Bounded or Incloſed , that there 
be an exatt Terrier of the Glebe Land : and if 
any thing, belonging to the Church, be detain. 
ed,to ſue for the fame;to obſerve, that all Pari- 
ſhioners come daily to DivineService,to require 
the penalty for abſence, to enquire aſter,to ad. 
gnoniſh, and to preſent to the Bihop ſcan- 
Gatos 
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ialous Livers,tocolle&t the Charity of Pariſhi. 
oners for the poor Strangers.todeclare and to 
execute the Orders of the Biſhop, to ſee that 
none preſume to vent his own Conceptions in 
the Pulpit, unleſs he hath a ſpecial Licence fo 
to do. The Church- wardens are clefted every 
F after week, uſually by the Parſon and Parithi- 
oners, if they ſo agree ; if not, then one by the 
Parſon, and the other by the Pariſhioners. 

There are alſo in- greater Pariſhes joyned 
with the Churchwardens, Tefles Synedales, anti- 
ently called Synods-men, now corruptly called 
Siles-men,who are to affift the Church-war- 
lens in inquiries intothe Lives of inordinate 
Livers, and in preſenting Men at Vifitations. 

Laftiy, the Sacriftian, corruptly the Sextos 
or Clarke,who is ordinarily ta be choſen by the 
Parſon only : he ought to be Twenty years old 
or abore, of good life, that can Read, Write, 
and Sing : His Office is to ſerve at Church the 
Prieft and Churchwardens. 

In the Church of Faglead,there areas in the 
antient Primitive times, three Orders, Biſhops, 
Priefts, and Deacons. None may be admitted 
Deacons before the age of 22 years, unlelf he 
hath a Liſpeniation to be admitted younger ; 
None may be made aPrieft, till he be compicat- 
ly 24 years old : None may be admitted a Bi- 
ſhop, till ke be full 30 years old: 

The Ordination of Pricfts and Deacons is 
four times the year, upon four ſeveral Sundays 
in the Ember or rafting weeks, firſt introduced 
by the Holy Martyr Caliztes, Biſhop of Xeawe, 2- 
bout the year of our Lord 225. That fo all the 
Nation may at once, in their joynt Prayers to 
God, recommend them that are to receive Or. 
dination, which is performed by a Biſhop, in a 


ſolema,grave,deyout manner thus for Deacons 
G 2 4:7 
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After Morning Prayer there is a Sermon, de- 
claring the Duty and Office of Deacons and 
Prieſt: : Then they, being decently habited,are 
preſented to the Biſhop by the Archdeacon 
or his Deputy, whom the Biſhop asks, if he 
hath made due inquiry of them, and then asks 
the People, if they know any notable impedi- 
ment or crime in any one of them : After follow 
certain godly Prayers, then a Colle, Epittle, 
and Golpel: But before the Goſpel, the Oath 
of Supremacy is Adminiftred to every one of 
them, and the Kiſhop putteth divers god- 
if queſtions to them, which being anſwered, 
they all kneel, and he, laying his hands up- 
on them ſererally, doth Ordain them Deacons; 
then delivers to every one of them the New 
Teſtament, and gives them authority to read 
the ſame in the Church. Then one of them, 


Tppointed by the Biſhop, reads the Goſpel,and 


then all with the Biſhop proceed to the Com- 
munion, and ſo are diſmifled with the Bicffing 
pronounced by the Biſhop. 

The Ordination of Priefts is partly in the 
ſame manner, only the Epiftle and Goſpel are 
different,and after the Queſtions and Anſwers 
made, the Biſhop puts up a particular Prayer 
for them, and that ended, he defires the Con- 
prog to recommend them to God ſecret- 

y in their Prayers,for doing of which, there is 
a competent time of general ſilence ; Then fol» 
laws Peni Creator Spiritas in Metre to be ſung ;, 
then after anotherPrayer,they all kneeling, the 
Biſhop, with one or two of the grave Priefts 
there preſent, layeth his Hands upon the Head 
of every one of them ſeverally,and gives them 
Ordination in a grave ſet Form of Words diffe. 
rent both from that of Biſhops, and that of 
Deacons; the reſt as in the Ordaining of Dea- 
COK5- CHAP. 
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Of the Eeclehiaftical Government of 
England, and firſt of the Conue- 


cation. 


OR the Church Legiſlative Power, or the 

making of Eccleftaftical Laws, and conſult- 
ing for the more weighty Aﬀairs of theChurch, 
the King, by the Advice of his Privil Council, 
uſually convokes a Nativunal Synod, commonly 
called the Convocation, which is ſummoned 
in manne? following. 

The King direQeth his Writ to the Arch- 
biſhop of each Province, for ſummoning all 
Biſh&57, Deans, Archdeacons, Cathedrals, and 
Collegiate Churches, according to their bett 
diſcretion and judgment, atfigning them the 
time and place in the ſaid Writ; whereupon 
the Archbiſhop of Canterbury diretts his Letters 
to the Biſhop of Londen, as his Dean Provinci-« 
al, frfſt citing himſelf peremptorily, and then 
williag him in Ike manner to cite all the Biſh- 
ops, Deans, Archdeacons,Cathedra! and Colle- 
giate Churches, and all the Clergy of his Pro- 
vince to that place, and at the day prefaxt in 
the Writ, but diretteth withal,that one Prudtor 
ſent for cachCathedral and Collegiate Church; 
and two for the Body of the inferior Clergy of 
each Dioccls may ſuffice. The Biſhop of Lender 
accordiogly directs his Letters to the Biſhops of 
every Dioccſs of the Province, citing them in 
like manner to appear, and to admoniſh the 
Deas and! Archdeacons to appear perſonally ; 
and the Cathedrals, Collegiate-Churches, and 
inferior Clergy of the Dioccels, to ſend theis 
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Proftors to the place ; and at the day appoint” 
ed, to certife alſo to the Archbiſhop, the 
names of all ſo ſummoned by them. 

The place, where the Convocation of the 
Clergy in theProvince of Canterbury hath uſual- 
ly been held;was St Pax/s Church in Zendon,but 
of latter times of St. Peters in Weſtminſter in the 
Chappel of Henry the 7th. where there is, (as in 
Parliament) a Higher and a Lower Houſe,or a 
Houſe of Lords $piritual,and a Houſe of Com- 
mons Spiritual. 


The higher Houſe of Convocation in thePro- 
vince of Canterbary,confifts of 22 ops, here- 
of theArchbiſhop is Prefident,fitting in aChair 
at the upper end of a great Table, and the Bi- 
ſhops on each fide of the ſameTable, all in their 
Scarlet Robes, and Hoods, the Archbilſhops 
Hood Furred with Ermin, the Biſhops with 
Minever. : 


The Lower Houſe confifts of all the Deans, 
Archdeacons, one Prottor for every Chapter, 
and two Prodttors for all the Clergy of <achDi-. 
ocels, in all, 166 Perſons,viz.22 Deans,24 Pre- 
bendaries, 54 Archdeacons, and 44 Clerks reg 
preſenting the Dioceſan Clergy. - 


The firſt day, both Houſes beiug aTembled, 
the Higher chooſeth a Biſhop for their Pro- 
locutor, and the Lower, being requirzd by the 
Higher, choo'e them a Prolocutor, or Speaker, 
which done, they preſent him to the Upper 
Houſe by two of the Members, whereof one 
makes a Speech inLatine, and then the Flett per- 
ſon makes another Speech in Latis. Laſtly, the 
Archhiſhop Anſwers in Lafin, and, in the name

- af all the Loxds, approves of the Perſon, 
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Both Houſes debate and franfat only ſuch 
Matters, as His Majefty by Commiſtion expreſ- 
ly alloweth. 

In theUpper-Houſe things are firſt propoſed 
2nd then communicated to the Lower- Houſe, * 


The Major Vote in cach Houſe prevails. 


Out of Parliament-time they uſually Afemble 
every day about Nine of the clock,and farft the 
junior Biſhop ſays Prayersin Latina, beginning 
with the Liteny, and then for the King. Uc. 
And in the Lower-Houſe, the Prolocutor ſays 
Prayers. 

In Convocation are debated only Matters 
concerning mo_—_ and the Church,and ſome- 
time of giving His Majeſty affiftance inMoney; 
for as the Laity cannot be taxed without their 
own conſent, fignified by their Repreſentatives 
in Parliament, ſo the Clergy cannot be taxed 
without their own conſent, ſignified by their 
Repreſentatives in Convocation. 

The Clergy in Convocation might antiently 
without asking the Royal Aﬀent, and now may 
with the Royal Aﬀent, make Canons touching 
matters of Religion, to bind, not only them 


/ ſelves,but gll the Laity , without conſcat, or ra- 
, Glication bf the Lords and Commons in Parlia. 


ment, / 
Till the late Rebellion, the Parliament did 
not at all meddlte in the making Canons, or in 
matters Doftrinal, or in Trandlation of Scrip- 
tures or Annotations thereon, only by their 
Civil Sanions (when they were thereto re- 
quired) did confirm the Reſults and Conſultati- 
ons of the Clergy, that ſo the people might be 
the more eafily induced to obey the Ordinan- 
ces of their Spiritnal Governors. 
The. Clergy of England had antiently theic 
C 4 Repre- 
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Repreſentatives in the Lower Houſe of Parlia- 
meat, as appears by that antient Record (o pri- 
zed, by the late Lord Coke ;, and as the Upper 
Mouſe had,and till hath, Lords Spiritual as well 
as Temporal; ſo in the Lower Houſe, there 
were always Commons Spiritual as well asTem- 
poral;for that Record ſaith expreſly, that the 
Commons inParliament confift of threeDegrees 
or kinds;Firft, Ez Procurateribus Cleri ; Second- 
ly, Militibus Comitatuum; Thirdly, Ez Bur genſi- 
bus. And the Words of the Writ direfted now 
to the Procur atcres Cleri, ſeem to give them the 
very ſame right to fit in that Houſe, as the 
Words of the Writ to the Knights, Citizens, 
and Burgefles, do giveto them. 

All the Members of both Houſes of Convaca- 
tion have the ſame P:ri-iicdpges for Themſelves 
and Menial Servants, as the Members of Parlia- 
ment hare, and that by Statute, 

The Archbiſhop of 7k at the ſame time 
boldsat Zr4a Convocation of all kis Province 
imlike manner, and,by conſtant correſpondence, 
doth debate and- conclude of the ſame Matters, 
as are debated and concluded by the Provincial 
Synod of Canterbury. 


Now for the Executive P ower in Church- 
matters throughout the Kingdom of £&ag/and, 
there -have begn provided divers excellcat 
--Courts, whereof the bigheſt for Criminal Cau- 
* ſes was the High-Commiſhon Court ; for Ju- 
riſdiftion whereof, it was enacted Prime F- 
lizabethe, that Her Majeſty and Succeffors 
ſhould have Power by Letters Patents, under 
the Great Seal, to nominate Commiſhoners to 
exerciſe Juriſdiftio n throughout the whole 
Realm : to Viht, Reform, andlcorrett all Er- 
rors, Herefies, Schiſms, Abuſes, and Delinquen- 
CIES, 
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cies, that may, by an Eccleſiaftical Power, be 
corredted or reformed. 

This Court confafted of the Higheſt Perſons 
of England in the Church and State , and was 
the Principal Bulwark and Preſervative of the 
Church of Exgland again the pradttiſes and al- 
fults of all her Adverſaries , whether Roma-« 
nifts,Puritan,or Atheiſt : yet,for ſome pretend- 
ed abuſes,the uſe thereof was taken away in the 
late ſeditious long Parliament ; whereupon fob 
lowed a deluge of Errors in Religion, A poſtacy, 
Atheiſm, Blaſphemy, Sacriledge, Inceft, Adul- 
tery, impious Libels, Schiſms, Conventicles, 
&c. all which fo overwhelmed the Manners of 
Engliſhmen, and occaioned at length ſo many 
profefled! Atheiſts, that until the re-eftabliſh« 
ment of this, or the like Court, ticre cannot 4 
Reformation be eaſily hoped for. 


For Civil Aﬀ/fairs, that concern the Churchs 
the HighettCourt is the Court of Delegates,for 


the ] urifdiction whereof, it was provided,25H.% 
NA 76a: it the!l 5c lawful for any Subject of Eaxg» 
p[imd, in cale of defe(t of Taftice in the Courts of 
the A :Thop of Canterbury, to appeal to the 
Kings Max ity m his Court of Chencery, and that 
upon ſuch A 1, a Commithon under the 
Great Seal Ihall be diretted ro certain Perſons, 
particularly deſigned for that buftneſs : fo that 
from the higheſt Court of the Archbiſhop cf 
Canterbury, there les an Appeal to this Court 
of Delegatgs, aa beyond this to none other.

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Court isthe Court of Arches, {0 called from 
the Arched Church and Tower of Sr. Maries in 
Cheapfide, Londen, where this 'Court is wont to 
be held, thej Judge whereof is called Dean of 
ce Arches, having ]uriſdiftion over a Deanry, 
conſifting of 13 Pariſhes within London exempt 
from the Juriſdiftion of the Biſhop of Londen. 
Hither are direfted all Appeals in Eccletraftical 
Matrers within the Province of Cantertary. To 
this Court belong divers Advocares, all Dottors 
of the Civil Law,two Regifters,and ten Prott- 
ors: The Deanat preſent is Sir Robert Wiſeman, 
Knight. 

In the next place, the Archbiſhop of Cantey- 
bery hath Nis Court of Audience. kept within 
the Archbiſhops Palace, and medleth not with 
any difference between parties, concerning 
EleQions and Conſecration of Biſhops, Admiſh- 
on and Conftitution of Rencfices, diſpenſing 
with Banes of Matrimony, &c:; 

The next Court is called the Prerogative 
Court, which judgeth of Eftates fallen by Will, 
or by Inteſtates ; (o called,becauſe the Archbi. 
ſhop jure Prarogative ſus hath this Power 
throughout his whole Provincee, where the 
Party, at the time ofdeath, had «5 { or above,in 
ſeveral Diocefles ; and theſe two Courts hath 
alſotheArchbiſhop of Trb. 

Laftly, the Court of Pecu/jars, which dealeth 
in certain Pariſhes, lying in ſevera! Diocefles, 
which Pariſhes are exempt from the Juriſd Qi- 
on of the Biſhops of thoſe Diccefſes, and are 
peculiarly belonging to the Archbiſhop of Can- 
ter bury, in whoſe Province there are 57 ſuch Pe- 
culiars. 

Befdes theſe Covrts, ſerving for the whole 
Province, every Biſhop hath his Cort held in 


; the Cathcdral of his Diocels, over which he 


hath 
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hath a Chancellor, termed antiently Eca/efec- 
dicws & Epiſcepi Fediews, the Church-Lawyery 
who being $kill'd in theCivilandCanon-Lawglits 
there as a Judge ; and if his Dioceſs be large, 
he hath in ſome more remote place a Comifia- 
ry, whoſe Authority is only in ſome certain 
places of the Dioceſs, 2nd ſome certain Cauſes, 
limited to him by the Biſhop in his Commilh- 
on, and theſe are called Confiftory Courts. 

Moreover, every Archdeacon hath his Court 
and } uriſdiftion, where {maller Iifferences ,ari- 
fhng within his limits, arc pleaded. - Alſo the 
Dean and Chapter hath a Court, and take cog» 
nizance of Cauſcs happening in places belong- 
ing to the Cathedral. 


Laſtly, There are certain peculiar Juriſdidi- 
ons belonging to ſome certain Pariſhes, the In- 
habitants thereof are exempt {ometimes from 
the Archicacons Juriſdiction, and ſometimes 
from the Riſhops ſurididtion. 

Cauſes belonging to Ecclefiaftical Courts, 
are Blaſphemy, Apoſtaſtie from Chr ſtianity, 
Herches, Schiſms, Ordinations, Inſticurion of 
Clerks to Renetices, Celchration of Divine 
Service, Rights of Matrimony,Dirorces, Gene - 
ral baſtardy, Tythes, Oblations, Obventions, 
Mortu aries,” Dilapi lations, Reparation of 
Churches, Frobate of Wilk, Aclmiaiftrations, 
Simony, Iaceſts, Fornication, Adulteries, Soli- 
citations of Chaftity, Penfhhons, Procura 
tions, Commutation of Penance, &c; the cogni 
zance whereouf belongs not to theCommon- Law 
of, England. 

The Laws andConftitutions, whereby theFc- 
elefraftical / Government doth ftand, and the 
Church ofFagland is governed, are firſt general 
Canons made by gencral Councils; alſo the 
A) 6iirid 
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Arbitria ſanfforum Patram , the opinion of Fa- 
thers,the grave Decrecs of ſeveral holy Biſhops i 
of Reme, which the Kings of England from time 
to time have admitted, , 
Next,our own Conſtitutions, made antiently 
in ſeveral Provincial Synods, either by the Le- 
gats,0tho and Orbefun,ſent from Rome \, or by (c- 
veral Archbiſhops of Canterbury ; all which are 
by 25 H, 8. of force in Exgland, fo far as they 
are not repugnant to the Laws and Cuſtoms of 
Fngland,or the Kings Prerogative. Then, t he 
Canons made in Convocations of latter times,as 
Prime Jacebi, and confirmed by his Royal Au- 
thority. Alſo in ſome Statutes enacted by Pe: 
liament,touchingEccleftaſtical Aﬀairs ; and laſt- 
ly, divers Cultoms not writter, but vet in uſe 
beyond the m!mory cf Man: And where tl 
fail, the Civil Law tokes place.

and Clerk of the Parliament, at preſent Jobs 
Brown, Eſq ; whereof the former is concerned in 
all Writs of Parl'ament, and Pardons in Par- 
liament ; the other recordeth all things done in 
Parliament, and keepeth the Records of the 
ſame.

The Commons have alſo a power in making 
and repealing Laws,they alſo have their Nega- 
tive voice; for Levying of any Money upon the 
Subjett,the Bill begins in the Commons Houſe, 
becauſe from them doth ariſe the greater part 
of Moneys. 

The Commons have the priviledge to ſup- 
plicate and propoſe Laws, to impeach publick 
Delinquents, even the higheft Lords of the 
Kingdom, both Spiritual and Tempora!. 

The Houſe of Commons is theGrand Inqueſt 
of the Realm,ſummoned from all parts to pre- 
ſent publick Grievances, Delinquents to the 
King and Lords, to be redrefled and puniſhed 
by them ; and to this purpoſe the Lords fit in 
their Robes on the B-nch covered, as Judges 
do in other Þ adicatories ; they ſwear and exa- 
mine Witneffes, and at length paſs Sentence, 
whilſt the Members of the Commons- Houſc 

ftand bare at the Bar of the Lords Houſe, pro- 
duce Witneffes, manage Evidences, 4c. 

Note, That although cvery Member of the 


Commons-Houſe be choſen to ſerve for one par- | 


ticular County, City,or Rorough,yet he ſerves 
for the whole Kingdom, and his Voice equal to 
any other, his Power abſulute to conſent or

ſent him, or demanding their Aﬀent, as th- 
States-General of the United Netherlands arc 
obliged te do in many Caſes.

IE. it was Ten Groats for 
Knights, and Five Groats for Burgefles, but 
not long after it was Four Sh.llings a day for 
dubbed Knights,and ewo Shillings for all others; 
which, in thoſe days, as appears by the prizes 
of all- things, was a conſiderable Sum, above 
twenty times more, than it is now; for not 
only their expences were confidered, though 
that was great, by reaſon of the ſuitable atten- 
dance ©hat then every Parliament-Man had, but 
alſo their pains, their loſs of time, and neceC 
ary neglect of their own private affairs, for the 
ſervice of their Countrey ; and when the Coun- 
ties, Cities, and Boroughs paid ſo dear, for 
their expences, they were wont to take care to 
chuſe ſuch Men as were beſt able ard moſt dig 


ligent in the ſpecdy diſpatch of affairghyaubitlt” 


means, with ſome cther, more buſineſs in thof& 
times was diſpatched in Parliament ina week, 
than is now perhaps in ten : So that the Pro- 
teQtions for Parliament-Men,and their Servants 
from Arreſts, were not then grievous, when 
(garce any Parliament or Seffion laſted ſo long 
as one of the four Terms now at Weſtminſter.

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In the Reign cf Fds. 3. the Parliament fate 
ſometimes but eight days, and ſometimes lels, 
as may be ſcen in the Records of the Toper,and 
yet tranſafted ſeveral and weighty affairs cf the 
Nation, many things being prepared hefore- 
hand,(as ſbme think) by the King and his Privy 
Council, as they are at preſent in Swedes by 
the forty Counſellors of State, and as in Scot- 
land by the Lords of the Articles; and that 
commonly they then debated only upon ſuch 
things, as the King did propoſe, which is ſtill 


done by the Convocation of the Clergy of 


England. 
The afore-mentioned expences being duly 


paid, did caaſe all the petty decayed Boroughs 
of England to become humble Suitors to the 
King, that they might not be obliged to ſend 
Burgeſſcs to Parliament : whereby it came to 
paſs, that divers were unburgefſed, as it was 
in particular granted to Chipping, or Market- 
Torriten, apon their Petition *: and then the 
number of the Commons Houſe being ſcarce

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Of the Executive Power inTem- 
porat Matters. 


Rrief Accqunt of the Legiſlative Power 

in Temporal Aﬀais, having been given, 
next may be confidered the Executive Fower 
in thoſe Afﬀairs, and that is generally in the 
King, he is the Fountain of Juſtice : he is the 
Lord Chief Juſtice of England ; and therefore as 
all the Laws of Englard are call-d the King's 
Laws,becauſle he is Caput,Frincipiam © Finis Pare 
liamenti,by which the Laws are made, and 6828 
nothing can have the force of a Law, but wit 
he wills : ſo all the Courts of Judicature are cal. 
led the King's Courts, and all the Judges of 
thoſe Courts, are called the King's Judges. 

The higheft Court of Judicature in Exglandy 
is the HOUSE of LORDS in Parliament? 
that the Parliament is not only Concilium. but 
Curia,a Court of Judicature,confifting as aſore- 
mentioned, of all the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral,as judges;and theſe afhfted with the moſt 
grave and eminent Lawyers of England, both in 
Common and Civil Law. 

To the Judicature of this Supreme and moſt 
Honourable Court,all otherCourts and Perſons, 
that are Subjeths of England, are ſubjett and 
accountable for all Crimes, not properly trya- 
ble, femedial, or puniſhable in other inferior 
Conrts of Juftice;and tuthis Court all laft Ap- 
pealy are to be made,and from whoſe Sentence 
there ligs no Appeal, but to a ſucceeding Parlia- 
ment ; and this ſupreme Judicatory,or Judicial 

Power ,lies only in the King and Houſe of Lords 
E 4 and 
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and at the Rar of this High Court may the 
Houſe of Commons,as thegrand Inqueſt of the 
Nation, impeach the higheſt Subjett of Eng- 
land, whether of the Clergy, or of the Laity, 
as aforeſaid, and proſecute them till it come to 
a Sentence after which, there can be no farther 
proceeding, till the King,being informed of the 
whole Matter, gives His Royal Aﬀent for the 
execution of the faid Sentence, or Grant His 
Gracious Pardon. 


Intke late LONG PARLIAMENT, 
which _ the third of November, 1540, the 
Mouſe of Commons pretended to be allo a 
Court of Judicature, and at length uſurped a 
moſt exorbitant Power, to the total ruine of 
Momarchical Government, and it is worth ob- 
ſerving,by what Gradationsthey arrived the re- 
to, In the time of Q, Elizabeth, and nut be. 
fore, the Commons began to take upon them 
(as ſaith Mr. Prin, a Learned Member of that 
Houſe) to ſeclude one another for undue Elc- 
Qtions, whereas formerly the King and Lords 
were accounted the ſole J:dges of all Mem- 
bers of the Commons Hoſe, and to have the 
ſole power to judge of their undue Elections, 
Returns, Miſlemeanors, breaches of Priviledzes, 
and of all other Matters concerning their Mem- 
berſhip:;alſo freeing any Members from Arreſts 
or Impriſonments,fdid wholly and ſolely b<lo 
to the Lords, and not to the Commons unleſs 
it were by ſpecial Order referred by the Lords 
to the Houſe of Commonst,as heretofore ſome - 
times hath been done. 

In the rime of King Ch les the Martyr, the 
Commons went farther,took upon them utter- 
ly to expel out of their Houſe,fome of their fel- 
low Members, as Projettors and Monopolizers,

For the Civil Goverament of all Counties, 
the King makes choice of ſome of the Nobility, 


Clergy , Gentry, Lawyers, Men of worth Peace, 


and Parts, who have their uſual Reſidence in 
the County , ſo many as His Majeſty pleaſeth, 
to keep the Peace of the County 3 and "theſe, 
by Commiſhon under the Great Seal, are cal- 
led Juſtices of the Peace, at firſt fled Wardens 
of the Peace, and ſuch of themrin-whum the 
King doth more particulary confide or reſpet; 
re called Juftices of the Querunt; from thyſe 
words in the Commitſhon, Quoran A. B; drum 
eſe volumus, that is , lome butnets of more im» 
portance, may not be tranſatted without the 
preſence or concurrence of one of them. 

One of the principal Juſtices of Peace and 
Quorum , is, Dy the Lord Chancellor, made Cu 
fias Rotulorum, To called, becaule he hath the 
cuſtody of the Rolls, or Records of the Sefſi> 
ons,and is to bring them to eachQuarter-Seſhons, 

The Original of Juftices of the Peace, is from 
the firſt year of Fd#ard the Third. 

Their Office i+ to call before them , examine 
and commit to Priſon all Thieves, Murd-crers 
Wandering Rogues , thoſe that hold Contpira- 
cies, Conventicles, Riots ; an41 almoſt all other 
Delinquencies that may occafhan the breach of 
Peace and Quiet to the Kinys $.ynjetts ; tocome 
mit all ſuch to Priſon , as either cannot, or by 
Law arc not to be bailed , that is, cannot he 
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ſet at libeccy by -ureties, ( taken for their ap- 
pearance at a p.ace and time certain) and to 
ſee them brougnt torth in due time to Tryal. 

Every Quarter or three Months, the Juſtices 
meet at the Chief or Shire- Town , where the 
Grand Inqueſt or Jury of the County is fummon- 
ed to appear, who upon Oath are ta enquire of 
all Traitors, Rereticks, Conventiclers, Thieves, 
Murtherers, Money-Coyners, Riots, Wc. Thoſe 
that appear to be guilty, are by the ſaid Juſtices 
committed to priſon , to be Tryed at the next 
Aſſizes, when the Tudges at. Weſtminſter come 
their Circuits afore-mentioned. 

For the execution ot-Laws in every County 
except Weſtmertand and Durban , the King every 
Michatlmas Term nominates for cach County a 
Sheriff, that is , a Reeve of the Shire , Prepoſitus, 
or Prefeftus Comitatus, a Governour or Guardian 
of the County,for the words of the Patent are, 
Commiſſimas tibi Cuſlodiam Comitatus Noſty i de N. 

The Sheriff's Othce is to ex-cute the King's 
Mandates, and all Writs diretted to kim , out 
of the —_ Courts, to empannel Jurics, to 
bring Cauſes and Criminals to Tryal, to ſee the 
Sentences both in Civil and Crimin:! Aﬀ-irs 
executed ; to wait off, and £uard the Itinerant 
Judges twice a year, ſo long, as they continue 
within the County, which at the Afhzes is per- 
formed with great Pomp, Splendor , Feaſt ng, 
&&c, In order to the Herrer execution of his 
Office , the Sheriff hath attendant his Under- 
Sherift , divers. Clerks, Stewards of Courts, 
Baylifts of Hundreds, Conſtables, Goalers, Ser- 
geants or Readles, beſides a gallant Train of Ser- 
vants in rich Liveries, all on Horſe back at the 
Re.cption of the Judges.

ONDON being the Fpitome of Eng- 
laud, the Seat of the Britzh,Empire, the 
Chamber of the King, and the chiefeſt 
Empo) ivum or Town of Trade in the 

World, it will not be impertinent to gime [ome 
account thereof. 

To deſcribe” particularly all things in thirG# 
ty, worthy to be known, would take up a whole 
Volume ; therefore according to the intended 
brevity. of this Treatiſe , here ſhall be inſerted 
only x weryarga 7 miges Magnalis Londini, 
ſuch things as Strangers and Foreigners com- 
monly count remarkable. : 

Take then a ſummary Account of the Name, 
Antiquity, Situation, Magnitude, Streets, Hou- 
fes, Number of Inhabitans, Pariſh-Churches, 
Cathedral, Royal Exchange , River, Cunduits, 
Aquedudtts, Trade, Government , Publick Halk 
of Companics, of the Tower, Bridzc, Cuftom- 
Houſe , Publick Cfhcers , Culledges , Schoo!s, 
Hoſpitals, Work-Houlcs, ©c.

In the moſt excellent fituation of LONDON, Situation. 


the profound wiſdom of our Anceftors, is very 
conſpicuous and admirable, It is ſeated in a 
pleaſant ever-green Valley, upon a gentle rifing 
Bank , in an excellent Air, in a wholfonie Soil 
mixt with Grarel! and Sind , upon the famous 
Navigable River Themes, at a place where it is 
caft info a Creſcent, that ſo each part ofthe Ci- 


ty might enjoy the benefit of the River, and yer 


not be far diſtant one from the other , abou 

fixty Miles from the Sea : not ſo near, that it 
might be in danger of furprifal by the Fleets 
of Foreign Enemies , or be annoyed by the boy. 
ſterous Winds, and unwholſome Vapours of the 
Sea ;, yet not lo far, but that, by the help of 
the Tide, every Twelve hours, Ships ef great 
Burden may be brought into her very Boſomn ; 
nor yet ſo far, but that it may enjoy the milder, 
warmer Vapours of the Eaſtern, Southern , and 
i: flern Seas ;, yet lo far up in the Countrey, 25 
is might alſo early partake even of all the Coun- 
trey Commodiries: in an excellent Air, upon 
the Nerth fide of the River, ( for the Villages 
ſeated on the Seuth fide are noted: to be un- 
healthy , in regard of the Vapours drawrr tpon 
them by the Sun, burroughe( by gentle Hs, 
from the North and South Winds : it lics in <1 
Degree, 39 Minutes Latitude.

F 
ties, Hay and Fuel , are more cheaply conveyed 
by Water. In a word, all the Bleflings of Land 
and Sea near ahout, and by the benefit of Ship- 
ping » all the Bleſſings of the Terreftrial Glohe 
may be ſaid to be here enjoyed , above any Ci- 
ty of the World. 


The City of LONDON , with its Suburbs and 
Placcs adjacent, is of a vaſt exteniion : from 
Lime-heuſe , meaſured to the end of Trthil, of 
Tuttle-ftreet,, from Faſt to jſt, is above 7500 
Geometrical Paces, that is, above ſeven Engl i6 
Miles and a half; and from the farther end of 
Blackmanſireet in Southwark , to the end of St, 
Leenard Shoreditch, is 2506 Paces, or two Miles 
and an half, 


In this great City , the Streets , Lanes, and 
Alleys, as they arecalled, are in number above 
509 , and yet ſome of them above half a mea- 
Tured- mile in length. Dwelling-Houſes, before 
the late dreadful Fire, were computed only with- 
in the Walls, above Fifteen thouſand, and that 
was accounted but a Fifth part of the whole Ci- 
ty, as may be judged by the weekly Bills of 
Mortality. 

The Buildings, eſpecially of late years, are 
generally very fair and ſtately , but within the 
City, the ſpacious Houſes of 'Noblemen , rich 
Merchants , the Halls of Companies , the fair 
Taverns, arc hidden to Strangers, by reaſon 
that they are generally ' built backward, that fo 
the whole zoom toward the Strect. might be 
reſerved for Tradeſmens Shops. If thcy had 
been all built towards the Street, as in other 
Countreys, no Foreign City would, even in this 
| particular, 
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particular, much ſurpaſs Londen: Yet, if a Stran- 
ger ſhall view the ſeveral Magnificent Piazza's or 
Squares , as that of Lintolns-[nn-Ficlds , Covent- 
Garden, St. James's Square, Leicefler Fields, 
Southampton Square, and that excellent new 
Structure, called The King's Square near St» G#les's 
in the Fields. The ſeveral ftceight and ſpacious 
ftreets, as Cheapfide, Corngal, Lombard-ftreets 
Fleetftreet, Hitton-Garden, Great Queenſlreet, 
the Pal-Mall, and divers ethers. The many 
curious and uniform Piles of late Buildings and 
Streets, as thoſe near St.: James's Bloomsbury, 
Tork, Fffra, Arundel, and IPorcefler-Houſe= 
Buildings. Alſo the Beautiful Churches , State- 
ly Palaces of Noblemen ; the Inns of Court, 
Exchanges , Publick Halls, Theaters, Market- 
places , the new Bedlam in Morefields, with ma- 
ny admirable Buildings elſewhere, as well in 
Londen as in Weftminfler and Southoark; He muſt 
confeſs that for fair Piazza's, ftately uniform 
Building, ftreight and ſpacious Streets, there is 
not the Parallel in Europe.

As alſo by the CRE of Beer drank in Lor- 
dcn ina year , which to all Foreigners will be 
incredible ; for in the year. 1657, when the 
greateſt part of the Buildings within the Walls, 
and ſume without lay in Aſhes, and very many 
of the Inhabitants forced to retire into the 
Countrey for Habitation, according to exaQ 
romputarion , there were Brewed within that 
year in London , Four hundred fifry two thou- 
ſand five hundred fixty three Barrels of Strong 
Beer , fold at 12 s.

The Beer Strong and Small , is'36 Gallons 
to the Barrel, and th- Ale 32 Gallons to the 
Barrel, and now fince the Peſtilence and the Fire, 
that this City is again fully peopted , there is 
much more Liquor Brewed, | 

It is trne ; "that ſome hereof.is tranſported 
deyond the Sea; but that is ſcarce comfiderable. 

Beſides all this Beer and Ale, there is con- 
ſumed in Zonden 2 vaſt quantity of French an! 
Spaniſh Wines, much Rheniſh Wine , Sider, 
Mum, Coffee, Chocolate , Brandy , and other

above OneHundred and twenty thouſand poun! 
a year, and about one fourth part cf all that 
Exciſe throughout all England. 

Pariſh Churches, behdes Chappels, there 
were in all One hundred and thirty, that is 
double the number of Churches Parochial to 
befound in any City of Chriftendom, the Mo- 
ther Church whereot 1s dedicated to the me- 
mory of St. Paul, (the only Cathedral of that 
Name in Europe) and founded by Segbert a 
Saxon King, about the year 610, in a place 
where had ftood a Temple dedicated to Diane, 
and afterward enlarged by Erdenwald, the 
Fourth S:z:m Biſhop thereof ; 2nd that ul41 Fa- 
brick being almoft deſtroyed by Fire, Muuritius, 
another Biſhop of Londen, in One thouſand 
eighty three, began and finiſhed a great part 
of the preſent magnificent Pile, in the ſpace 
of Twenty years, but the Quire and Tower 
were not finiſhed till 1221, and then it was 
dedicated in a moſt ſolemn manner (as was 
the Temple of So/omon) the King, the Biſhops, 
and a vaſt number from all parts of the Nation 
aſſiſting thereat- 


It is ſeated on the higheſt part of all the 
City, and was more con{picuous perhaps than 
any Cathedral Church in the World; it was a 
Structure for Length, Height, and Antiquity, 
furpaſſing all other Churches; the length of it 
was 699 Foot, (therein exceliing by Twerty 
Foot St. Peters in Retre, which for Bezutr, Pro- 
portion, and divers other things, exccis all 
other Templcs) it was in height 1c2 Fecr, 
and in breadth 135, and ftood rpon fo much 
ground as contained above threr Acres 2 
a half, The Church wis built as otter Catte- 
drals, in a' peifett-Crols, and in the* mid 
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of the Croſs, upon mighty high Arches, was 
a Tower of Stone 260 Foot high, and on that a 
Spire of Timber, covered with Lead, in height 
2605 Foot more, in all from the Ground $529 
Foot, above which was a Bole of Copper, Git, 
ef nine foot in compaſs, whereon ſtood the Croſs, 
15 Foot and a half h:zh, and almoſt 6 Foot 
acroſs, made of Oak, covered with Lead, ard 
another Cover of Copper over the Lead, above 
all ſtood the Eagle, or Cock of Copper Gilt, 


four Foot long,and the breadth over the Wings Þ 


three Foot and an half. 

In the year 1551, a part of this magnificent 
Pile was much waſted, and the reſt endange- 
red, by a Fire begun in that ſtately Timber. 
Spire, by the negligence of a Plummer, who 
left his Pan of Fire there whilft he went to 
Dinner,as he confeſt of latter years on his death- 
bed: Bat by the great Bounty and Piety of 
Q1een Elizabeth, of the Citizens of London, 
and of all the Clergy of the Province of Can- 
terbury, it was again repaired in the ſpace of 
five years. After which the Stone-work de- 
caying apace, by reaſon of the corroding qua- 
fity of the abundance of Sea-coal ſmoak ; the 
Learned and pious Martyr Dottor Laud, co- 
ming to be Biſhop of London, and after of Can 
terbury, was ſo. zealous and vigorous for up- 
holding this moſt antient Church, ſtately Mo- 
nument of England, and Glory of the City of 
London, that by the Kings Favour, andNhberal 
Contribution of Gdly People, (maugre all op 
poſition of the Puritans) the Work. was ſo ea 
gerly purſued, that before the year 1645. the 
whole Body was finiſhed with. Portland Stone, 
excellent againſt all Smoak and Weather, and 
the Toper Scaffolded.up to the top, with pur- 
Pole to take it all down, and to rebuild it _ 
an, 
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fair, and of a greater height ; with a ſtately 
Pinnacle at each corner, becauſe the Arches 
were not thought ſtrong enough to ſuppert an- 
other Steeple ; and to place in that Tower , the 
biggeſt and moſt tuneable Rells in the World ; 
for performance whereof, and for adorning 
the Church, there was in the Chamber of 
London , above One hundred and ſeventy thou- 
fand pounds , all taken out ſoon after, and em- 
pleyed in an Unnatural War, by a ſtifft-necked 
People, againft the beſt of Kings, in which fin- 
gleat, a great part of the Citizens of Zow 
den , and of the Long Parliament, became dee 

ly guilty of a horrid Rebellion, and deteftable 
Sacriledge. 


After the Murther, or rather Martyrdom 
of the fore-mentioned Archbiſhop , the Scaffolds 
were taken away and Sold , with ſome of the 
Lead which covered this famous Strufture , 
and this Houſe of God made a Stable for Hor- 
ſes by the diſloyal Army , and almoft all ſuf? 
fered to decay, till the Reftauration of the

to paſs, that no ſmall number of Merchants of 
Lendon, for Wealth, for ſtately Houſes within

* THe Government of this City, confiderin 

the Greatneſs and Populouſneſs thereof, 
is very admirable , and might take vp a Volume 
in the deſcription thereof. 

The Ecclefiaftical Government is by a Biſhop; Feelef- 
was in the time of the Britains by an Archbi- aftical 
ſhop ,, but when it- became ſubjett to the Sax- Govern- 
es; the Archiepiſcopal See was placed at Con ment. 
terbyry, not becauſe that was the more worth 
City , but for the ſake of St. Auguſtine, who fir 
preached the Goſpel there to the Heathen S2z- 
ens, and was there Buried. Since which time it 
hath been under a Biſhop, above ten Centu- 
ries and a half , in a continual Succeſſion : In 
which ſpace there are reckoned 92 Biſhops of 
lomden , to the preſent worthy Biſhop thereof, 
the Learned Pious Divine , Doftor Henry Comp- 
ton , Son to the late valiant Earl of Northamp- 
ter, Conſecrated Biſhop of Oxford, 1674. and 

K 3 Tranſlated 
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Tranſlated to London 1675. To this Cathedral 
alſo belongs a Dean, a Chapter , a Trealurer, 
and Thirty Prebendaries, all Perſons of worth, 

For the Ecclefiaſtical Government of the (e- 
veral Pariſhes, there are placed many excellent 
Divines that have the Cure of Souls, a Rettor 
or Vicar for every Pariſh, and thefe have for 
a long time had the moſt excellent way of Scr- 
monizing in Chriſtendom ; inſomuch, as divers 
Divines of Foreign Reformed Churchcs , have 
come hither on purpoſe to learn their manner 
of haranzuing in the Pulpit. 

For maintaining theſe Divines, with their Fa. 
mllics, there is in erery Pariſh a Parſonage, or 
Vicarage-Houſe, and in moſt , a competent A/. 
lowance in Tithes. Antiently the Parions due 
in London , beſides th: Tythes of the Tradeſmens 
Gains, and Mortuaries, Obits, &c. was 3 5 
5s d. in the pound, of the yearly Rent of all 
Houſes and Shops ; and this was paid as Offter- 
ings on Sundays and Holidays, only a Half-pen- 
ny for each pound, whereby the Pariſhioners 
did hardly feel it, although the Sundaysam4 Ho- 
lidays were ſo many, that in-a whole year it 4- 
mounted to 3s. 5 4. in the Pound. Afterwards 
many Holidays being taken away, and the Cler- 
gy Means thereby abated, it was ordained 25 
H. $8. that 2 s. 9 d. in the Pound of all Rents 
of Houſes and Shops, ſhould be paid yearly to 
the Parſon ; whereunto the Londoners did not 
only conſent ( as they had good reaſon , it being 
much leſs in the Pound than before ) but bound 


themſelves by an Att of Common-Council, to" 


perform the ſame: and the ſaid Ordinance was 
confirmed in Parliament 27 H, 2. and again 37 
H.53. with a power given to the Lerd Mayor,

The Civil Goverament is not ( as it is at P4- 
ris » Reme , Madrid, Viems, and other Capital 
Cities) by a chief Magiftratc, fume Nobleman 
or Lawyer ſet over the City by the King , as 
Sypream Governor 5 or as it was here in the 
time of the Romans , when the chief Magiſtrate 
was ca'led ( as it is (till in Rome ) the Prefedt of 
London , Or as it was in the time of the Sxzzons, 
when he was calle] the Porrgreeve, that is, C«- 
faos, or Gurrdian, and ſometimes Proveft of Lon- 
don : but after the coming in of the Normans, the 
Chicf Magiſtrate was called Bailivas, from the 
French word Bailler , tradere, committere, that is 
Commiſſarius , or one that hath Commiſſon to 
Govern others, and there were ſometimes two 
Bayliffs of London, till King Richard the Firſt, 
Anno 1189. changed the name of Baylif into 
Mayor, which alfo being derived from the French, 
K 4 hath 
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hath captinued ever fince, a Citizen choſen by 
the Citizens annually , vnleſs ſometimes for the 
diſloyalty of the Citizens, their Priviledges an 
Franchiſes have been taken from them, and a 
Guardian ſet over them, as was done by Hen. 111. 
and Eds, I. The former of theſe Kings, in the 
Fiſtieth year of his Reign, was ſo enraged with 
the Londoners, for ſiding with the Rebels againſt 
him, that he was once reſolved to raze the City 
to the Ground , but the Citizens thereupon 
wholly ſubmitting both Lives and Fortunes in- 
ro that Kings hands ; who after he hat given the 
Mayor and four Aldermen to Prince Edzard his 
Son, todo with them according to his pleaſure, 
and had given to others of the Leyal Party, 
about faxty Houſes and Families, fo redeem 
themſelves, at the diſcretion of. theſe Loya) 
Men, His Majeſty was at length pacifhed, Which 
may be a warning to all Cities in theſe mutinous 
times. ; 

Of latter years, the Mayor of Londongthough 
always a Citizen and Tradeſman, hath been of 
ſich high Repute 4nd Eſteem , that in all Wri- 
ting and Speaking to him, the Title of Lord is 
prefixt , which is given to none others , but ci- 
ther to Noblemen } to Biſhops , Judges, and of 
ter times to the Mayor of rk, or to ſome 
of the higheſt Officers of the Realm. He is al- 
ſo for his great Dignity , uſually Knighted by 
the King , before the year of his Mayoralty be 
expired ; unleſs he had received that Honour be- 
fore, whilſt he was Alderman, as of late hath 
been uſual.

The Inns of Chartery, were probably [ſo na- 
med. b me the'e iwvelt fuch Cle. 1 as ot 
Chietiy Ntud forming of Writs, which reg u- 
ariy appertaii n to the Curtitors, that are Oth- 
cers of - Chancery, The firit of theſe is called 
Thivis ſan, begun in the Reign of Fdwzrd the 
Third, and fince purchaſed by Lincelns- lan, 3$ 
Was alſo Furnivals Inn; then there 1s Bernards 
lun, New Im, Clements Inn, Cliffords Inn, aitie 
ently the Houle of the Lord Cliford; Staple 
hn, belonging to the Merchints cf the Staple 
and Lions Inn, anticntly a common lan, with the 
Sign of the Lien. 

Theſe were heretofore preparatory Colledges 
for younge $4 ents, and many were entred 
here, befur&admirtred into the Inn s of Court,

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The Inns of Court were ſo named, as ſome 
think, becauſe the Students therein are to ſerve 
the Courts of Judicature ; or elſe, becauſe an- 
tiently theſe Colledges received only the Son 
of Noblemen, and better ſort of Gentlemen, as 
Forteſcue affirmeth. 

Of theſe there are Four : Firſt, the Two Ten- 
ples, heretofore the Dwelling of the Knights. 
Templers, and purchaſed by ſome Profeflors of 
the Common-Law, above three hundred years 
ago. They are called the laz:y and Midle Tem 
ple in relation to Ff-z-Heuſe, which was patt 
of the Knights Templers, and called the Oxter- 
Temple , becauſe it is ſeated without Temple- Bers 

The two other Inns of Court, are Lincolnx 
lzn, belonging antientiy to the Earls of Linco/ne; 
and Greys-l:n, formerly belonging to the No- 
ble Family of the Greys. 

In the Reign of Herry the VI, they fo floy. 
riſhed, that there were m each of theſe, about 


two hundred Students, and a Student then cx- 


pended yearly about 25 /. which was as mrd 
as Two hundred pounds now; for they had uſy- 
ally (as the French Nobles have now 1a thee 
Academies) every one an old diicreet Servant, 
and divers Maſters for to inftrudt them in all 
laudable qualitities; and therefore faith the ſame 
Forte/cue , Ultra Studinm legum ; ſunt quaſi Gym 
naſfia onin'ium morum, And the Students were on- 
iy, faith he, Nobilium Filii, that is, Gentlemen 
at leaſt ;, for ſo the word Xobilis was then taken 
here, and is ſtill in Fraxce : And therefore by 


Command of King' James, none were to be ad- 
mitted: into theſe Colledges, but Gentlemen by 
deſcent. Our Anceſtors thought thoſe of infe- 
rior Rank, would rather debaſe the Honour of 
the Law, and would be prone to Chicane, of 
Play-Tricks, and not like to be ſo fit for Truſts 

and 
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and Monours, whe: £25 the confaderation of Rixth 
and Fortune , makes Men more Careful of their 
Honour and Reputation. And our famous King 
Rich:rd the Firlt, is by a grave Author much 
commended for his Care and Love of the Eng- 
liþ Nation, and of Juſtice ; for that many of his 
Juſtices, were of the Horourable Peers of the 
Realm, and not of Men bred up, and formerly 
inured, to make Juſtice and their own Tongues 
rendible for Fees. 

If tte Command of King James had been care- 
fully obſerved, and one more added, wit. 
That none but Gentlemen ſhould cafily and or - 
dinarily be admitted to Eccletiaſtical Dignities, 
there would be in Fngland ſufhcient Provifions 
for the yuunger $075 of Neblemen and Gentle- 

en, whereof now very many are the objetts of 
pity, cither for ſuffering, or at leaft, ſor doing 
much evil for want of fit employments; and 
there would he, doubtleſs, leſs corruptaon in 
oor Eccleliaftical and Civil Government 3; the 
ſerious confideration whereof, would be a work 
worthy of our Parliament. 

Theſe Societies are no Corporations, nor 
have ary Judicial power over their Members, 
but have certain Aarders among themletves, 
which have by conſent the force of Laws : For 
lighter Offences, they are only excommoned, or 
put out of Commons, not to eat with the rett; 
and for greater Offences they loſe their Cham- 
bers, and are expelled the Colledge ; and being 
once expelled, they are never received by any 
ef the three other Societies, Which deprivation 
of Honour to young gererous Spirits, is more 
grievous, than perhaps deprivation of Life. 

Theſe alſ» when they meet at Chappel, or 
Hall, or at Courts of Juſtice, wear 2 grave black 
Kobe and Cap, atother tmes walk with Cloek 
ad $word, There 
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There are no Lands or Revenues belonging to 
theie Societies, which.being no Corporativnz, 
are not enabled to purchaſe, or have they any 
thing for the defraying the Charges ot the 
Houle, but what is paid at Admittances, and 
Quit-Rents for their Chambers. 

Ihe whole Company of Gentiemen in 
each Society, may be divided into four parts, 
Benchers, Utter-Barrifters, InneT-Barriſters, 
and Students.

The manner of keeping a Chriſt- 
mals 7 any of the Inns of Court, 
thus : 


HE Students hold a Parliament before 
Chriſtmaſs, and in cafe there be in London 

no Peſtilence, and that the Houſe is furniſhed 
with ſuch number of Students, and of ſuch qua- 
lity, as are meet to keep a ſolemn Chriſtmaſs, 
then are choſen and appointed certain of the 
Students to be Officers, in imitation of the 
Kings Court, as Comptroller of the [nner- 
Temple, (an Office lately performed with much 
ſplendor and Reputation , by Etheridge, 
Eſgs) fo of the Middle Temple , ftiled, Lieute- 
nant of the Tower, and Treaſurer, &c, Theſe 
bear Rule in the Houſe, during the whole time 
of Chriſtmaſs ;, and are to behave themfelyes in 
that Port, Gravity, and Authori:y, as if they 
were ſo in the Kings Houſe, that ſo hereafter 
they may know the better to behave themſelves 
incaſe they ſhould be promoted to that Honour: 
for theſe Gentlemen are uſually of ſuch quality 
as come not hither with .intent to profeſs the 
Law, but to learn ſo much Law, as may be ne- 
ceflary to preſerve their Eſtates, and to make 
h, themſelves 
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themſelves accompliſhed in other qualities ne- 
ceflary for Gentlemen, 

At. ſuch times, they have here divers Di- 
vertiſements, as Feaſting every day, Singing, 
Dancing, Muſick, Dicing, which laft, is allow- 


cd thereto all Comers, and is ſo exceſſive, that 


what. the Dicers allow out of cach winning to 
the Butlers Box, uſually amounts to about 50 /. a 
day and a night, wherewith, with ſmall Coutri- 
bution from each Student, are the-great Charg- 
es of the whole Chriſtmaſs defrayed. 

Sometimes when their Publick Treaſury is 
great, they create a: Prince among themſelves, 
with ſuch Title as they pleaſe to give him, and 
he hath all his Officers ,, and a Court ſuitable to 
a great Prince, and many of the prime Nobility 
and great Officers cf State, are Feaſted and 
Entertained by him, with Interludes, d&c. as 
was lately done at Linco/ns-/nn, with very much 
Magnificence, by Sir Jobn Lort, by the Title of 
Prince de la Grange. 

Frem All-Sainrs Day to Candlemas, each Houſe 
w{ually hath Revels on Holidays, that is, Muſick 
and Dancing, and for this is choſen ſome young 
Student to be Maſter of the Reyels. 


Note, That the manner of their Parliament is 
briefly thus : 

Every Quarter commonly the Benchers cauſe 
one of the ftanding Otficers of the Houſe, to ſum» 
mon a Parliament, which is only an Aﬀembly 
and Corference of Benchers and Uttermoft- 
Batrifters, which are cal'-d the Sage Company, 
and meet in a place called the Parliament-Cham- 


| ber, and there Treat of ſuch Matters as ſhall ſeem 


expedient, for the good ordering of the Houſe, 
and the reformation of ſuch things as they ſhall 
judge meet to be reformed.

Theſe Inns of Court are moſt wiſely ſituated 
by our Anceſtors between the Kings Courts of 
A— and the moſt Opulent City of Lox-

In the Four Inns of Court, are reckoned 
about $co- Students, 

Laſtly, There are two more Colledges called 
Ser geants Inn, where ke Common-Law Student, 
when he is arrived to' the higheſt Degree, hath 
his Lodging and Diet. Theſe are called, Ser- 
vientes ad Legem, Sergeants at Law, and arc as 
Dottors in the Civil-Law ; only theſe have here- 
tofore been reputed more Noble and Honou- 
rable. Defforis enim appellatio eſt Magiſterit, 
Servicutis wero Miniſfterit ; and therefore Do- 
Etors of Law are allowed to fit within the Bar 
in Chairs, and covered ; whilſt Sergeants ſtand 
without the' Bar bare-headed, only with Coif, 
or Caps on. 


To arrive to this hizh Degree, take this brief 
Account, 


The young, Student in the Common-Law, 
being born of a Gentile Stock, and bred two 
or three years in the Univerſity, and there 
chiefly verſed in Zogich and Rhetorick, both ex-. 
pecicnt fora Lawyer, avd gotten fome infight_ 
1::t0 the Civil-Law, and ſome $kill in the Fremdb 
Tongue 2s well as Zatire, he is admitted to be 
of one of the four Inns of Court, . where he is 
firſt callsl a Moct mzn, and aſter about ſeven 
years fully, is Choſen an Utter-Barriſter 5 and

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having then ſpent Twelve years more nd per- 
formed the Exerciſes hefore-mentioned, he is 


choſen a Bencher, and ſome time after a Read- 


er. During the Reading, which heretofore was 
three weeks and three days as afore-mentioned, 
the Reader keeps a conſtant and ſumptuous 
Feaſting, inviting the Chief Nobles, Judges, 
Biſhops, great Officers of 'the Kingdom, and 
ſometimes the King himſelf, that it coſts them 
ſometimes $00 or 1000 |. Afterwards he wears 
a long Robe, different from other Barriſters, 
and is then in a- capacity to he made a Sergeant 
at Law , when His Majeſty ſhall be pleaſed to 
call him, which is in this manner, 
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When the nuraber of Sergeants is ſinall, the $2y geengs 
Lord Chief Juftice of the Common-Pleas by the us Law, 


Advice and Conſent of the other Judges, makes 
choice of Six or Eight, more: or leſs, of the 
moſt Grave and Learned of the Inns of Court, 
and preſents their Names to the Lord Chancel- 
lor, or Lord Keeper, who ſends, by the Kings 
Writ, to each of them, to appar on ſuch a 
day before the King, to receive: the State and 


;Degree of a Sergeant at Law; at the appoint-' 


ed time, they being habited in Robes of ewo 
Colours, viz. Brown and Blew, comes, accom- 
panie with the Students of the Inns of Court, 
an1 attended by a Train of S-rvants and Retain- 
ers, in certain peculiar Cloth Liveries, to Weſt. 
a in/ler Hall, there in publick take a Solemn 
Oath, and'are cloathed with certain Robes and 
Cnifs, without which they may be ſeen no more 
in publick : After this, they Feaſt the great 
Perſons of the Nation, in a very magnihcent 
and Princely manner ; give Gold Rings to the 
Princes of the Blood, Archbiſhps, Chancellor, 
and Treaſurer,to the yalue of 40s. each Ring ; to 
Earls, and Biſhops; Rings of 20 s. to other great 

N 3 Othcery, 
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Officers, to Barons, great Prelates, 4c. Rings 
of leſs value, beſides a great number of Rings 
to private Friends. 

Out of theſe are choſen all the Judges of the 
Kings-Bench and Common: Pleas ;,- wherefore all 


. thole Judges doalways wear the White Linnen 


Coif, which he had as principal Badge of a Ser- 
geant, and which he had ever the priviledge to 
wear at all times, even in the Kings Prelence, 
and whilft he ſpake to the King,though antiently 
it was not permitted to any Subjett to be ſo 
much as Capped in the Preſence of the King of 
Fngland, as at preſent Snot aliowed in the Pre- 
ſence of the Pope, or of the Emperor. 

When ony of the aforementioned Judges are 
wanting,the King,by the Advice of His Council, 
makes choice of one of theſe Sergeants at Law 
to ſupply. his place, and conſt:tutes him by Let- 
ters Patents Sealed by the Chancellor, who fit- 
ting inthe middle of the reſt of the Judges in 
open Court, by a ſet Speech Declares to the 


> Sergeant ( that upon this accaſion- is brought in ) 


the Kings Pleaſure, and to the People, the Kings 
Goodneſs in providing the Rench'with ſuch able, 
honeft Men, as that Juftice may be done expe- 
ditely, and impartially to all His $ubjeds, and 
cauſes the ſaid Letters Patents; to be read; 
and being departed,the Chief Tuftice, places the 
ſaid Szrgeant on the Bench, Junior of all th: 
reſt; and having taken his Oath, well ayd truly 
to ſerve the King, and his People, in the Office 
of Juſtice, to take no Reward, to do equal and 
ſpeedy Juſtice to all, Wc. he ſcts himſelf to the 
Execution of 'his Charge.

Antiently the Fee expected by: a Sergeant 
from his Client, for Advice given at his Cham- 
ber, or Pleading in any Court of | Judicature, 
was no more than 20 s;. and the Fee of a Rarri- 
ſer 10 s. »( which yet is much more than is uſu- 
ally given in any of our Neighbour-Nations at 
this day ) but at-preſent it is become almoſt ore 
dinary to give ſome Sergeants 19 /.and fome 20/1, 
and to a Barrifter half as much, at the hearing 
of any conſiderable Cauſe ; whereby it comes 
to paſs, that ſome Lawyers in one year, gain in 
Fees Three thouſand pounds, and” ſome Four 
thouſand pounds; and in few years purchale E- 
ſtates fit for Lords, and ſometimes live toſee 
themſelves to be advanced to be Peers of the 
Realm, as the late Lord Keepers, Coventry, 
Finch, and others. 


Now all theſe fore-mentioned” Inns. or Col- 
ledges, for the Students in our Common-Law, 
being not far diſtant from one another, do make 
the moſt famous Profeſhon of the Law that is 
in the World, and it will be a very. difficult 
thing to find in any 'one Foreign Univeriity, fo 
many Studntsin the Law, that are of that ripe 
Age, paſt Childhood, and of that high Quality, 
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moſt Gentlemen, and a confiderable number of 
the Sons of the higher Nobility.

the moſt part, is one of the Dottors of the ci- 
vit-Law ; alſo a Regiſter and Prottors exercent 
m the ſame. And that before the Vicar-General, 
and Chancellors of the Biſhops, are Triable all 
Ecclefiaftical Cauſes within their reſpettive Di- 
ocefles, except Letters of Requeſt be Granted 
by the Dioceſan B ſhop, or Ordinary of the 
Place, to the party, to ſue in the Court of 
Arches, which is ordinary.

is done at this day at Madrid by the King of 
Spain ) and. many times ſate themlelves 11 the 
ſaid Courts of Fudicature, as they dot I in their 
Court cf Parliament. 

A great part of this huge Palace, was in the 
time of Henry the Eighth, deſtroyed by Fire, 
wiiat remained hath ſtill been employed for 
the uſe of the Lords and Commons Afſembled 
in Parliament, and for the chief Courts of Fu- 
dicature. The great Hall where theſe are kept,

The whole number of Students in Oxford, 
that live upon the Revenues of the Colledges, 
are about One thouſand 3; and of other Students 
about twice as many ; beſides Stewards, Man- 
cCiples, Butlers, Cooks, Porters, Gardeners, &c. 

There were antiently in this Univerſity, be- 
fore the Founding of Colledges, Two hundred 
Hoſpitia Studioſorum, Inns, Heſtels, or Halls; and 
as Armachanus writes, there were Thirty thou- 
ſand Students; and twenty miles round Oxford, 
were by the Kings of Englind ſet apart, for 
Proviſjon in Vidtuabs for this City. 

-The Diſcipline of theſe Colledges and Halls, 
js far- more exatt and excellent, than in any Fc- 
reign Univerſity. : 

.Firft, all that intend to take any Degree, are 
to take their Diet and Lodging, and have a Tu- 
tor conſtantly in ſome Colkdge or Hall: then 
they are to perform all Exerciſes, to be ſubject 
to all Statutes, and to the Head of the Houle. 
Next, they are to be Subject to the Chief Magi. 
ſtrate of the Univerſity, to perform publick Ex- 
Erciſe, and to be ſubject to the Publick Statutes 
thereof. They are to ſuffer themſelves to be 
ſhut up by night in their ſeveral Houſes. They 
are never to be ſeen abroad out of their Char 
bers, much leſs out of their Colledges, with. 
out their Caps and Gowns, an excellent Order 
mo where obſerved in Forcign parts, but in S:- 
lamanca , Alcala de Henares, called in Latine, 
Complutum, and the reſt of the Unireriitics vi 
Spain, and in Conimbra, and Evecra in Portupal. 
Their Gowns are all to be Black, only tlie Sors 
of the Higher Nobility are herein indulge; 
and all Dottors are honoured with Purple, or 
rather Scarlet Robes, which entiently were 
allowed only to Emperors or Kings ; but now 
in England, beſtiies the King, all Peers in P.r- 
liament, | 
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liament, all Doftor s i the Univerſities, all Mayors 
and Governeurs of Cities, and all the Principal 
Jadges, areat certain times cloathed in Scar- 
let. 

The Degrees taken in the Univerſity, are only Degrees. 
two, viz. of Batchelor and Maſter (for ſo they 
are antiently called, as well in Divinity, Law , 
and Phyſich, as in the Arts.)

His Ma- 
jeſtie* Governor here, #$# that experienced 
Souldier, Sir Jobn Laniere, who refides in Caftle- 
Elizabeth , a Rtrong, Caltle, feated on -@ Kuck, 
which commands the Harbour.
